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The World All-American For 1924 


HE WORLD All-American has come to be a recog- 
T nized sequel to our Holstein show seasons. The se- 

lections are made by a committee composed of the 
judges at the National Dairy Show, the Eastern States 
Exposition, the Waterloo Cattle Congress and the Pacific 
International, with the Editor of The World as an ex-of- 
ficio member of this committee. We take much pride in 
submitting the selections for 1924, which make a very ac- 
ceptable display of Holstein type and which measures well 
up to the standards set by the All-American selections of 
the two previous years. The committee this year was 
composed of Messrs. Moscrip, Haeger and Stevens. These 
three judges officiated not only at the sectional shows 
mentioned but also at many other leading fairs of the 
year, so that among them they have seen and passed judg- 
ment upon practically every animal that could be con- 
sidered a contender for All-American honors. We are 
glad to report that, with but two exceptions, the judges 
were unanimous in their choices, the exceptions being the 
two calf classes in which Judge Haeger voted for the two 
animals that are given honorable mention for second 
choice in the bull and heifer calf classes. Five states and 
one Canadian province are represented this year, Wis- 


consin leading with five places, followed by Minnesota, 
with four, Iowa with three, Massachusetts, Ontario and 
Colorado with one each. Six states also are represented 
by the animals to which honorable mention was given, 
Wisconsin again leading with three, followed by Minne- 
sota with two, Illinois, Michigan, Iowa and Ohio one each. 
The Minnesota Holstein Company, Austin, Minnesota, is 
the largest individual winner with three classes to their 
credit and one additional second choice. Hargrove & 
Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa, are close behind with two classes 
and one additional second choice, this showing being also 
duplicated by the Jefferson County Asylum, Jefferson, 
Wisconsin, while Dr. H. P. Fischer, Shakopee, Minnesota, 
has one second choice in addition to one first place win- 
ning. Twelve other individual owners are represented 
on the list of All-American and reserve winners. 

For the first time in the history of the All-American 
selections, there are two animals from the same dam, 
these being Sir Inka May, All-American junior yearling 
bull, and May Pietertje Homestead Ormsby, All-American 
two-year-old, both out of May Walker Ollie Homestead, 
United States Champion butter producer. These two an-

jmals shown together make up the All-American produce 
of dam, a most remarkable showing for this family. For 
the second time, Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince, the 
Jefferson County Asylum herd sire, is the only bull rep- 
resented by two All-American winners. 

There are a number of familiar names in the list. Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst, All-American three-year-old, won 
a similar honor last year as a two-yr.-old, while this year’s 
two-yr.-old old, Sir Francy Mercena Burke, was All-Ameri- 
can jr. yearling last year. Triune Ormsby Piebe 27th, last 
year’s All-American calf, repeats in the senior yearling 
class this year. Among the females, the only repeater 
from last year is Madam Artis Wayne Denver, last year’s 
sensational two-year-old and an undisputed leader of: the 
three-year-olds this year. Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, how- 
ever, wins honorable mention this year, as last, and two 
years ago she was All-American yearling. 

Getting down to the individual selections, there were 
no serious contenders for nonvrs in the aged bul! class 
outside of North Star Joe Homestead, who easily won 
every class for bulls four years old and over in which 
he competed throughout the season, including the National 
Dairy Show, the Waterloo Cattle Congress, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota State Fairs and the Central States Exposition. 
Last year’s All-American winner, Walcowis Ollie Hijlaard, 
stood second at both the National and Wisconsin State 
Fair, but lacked the massive strength of the North Star 
bull. In the three-year-old class, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, 
last year’s All-American two-year-old, made a most im- 
pressive showing, going through the year without serious 
challenge in his class and taking grand championship 
wherever shown, including the Wisconsin and Illinois state 
fairs and the three great expositions, the National, Water- 
loo and Portland. Duke Pietertje Korndyke Ormsby 31st, 
first prize winner at Minnesota and Iowa, would have been 
a logical contender with him except for a leg injury which 
had to be counted as a blemish in the show ring. 

A very hot contest for All-American honors developed 
in the two-year-old bull class. The principal competition 
was between the Canadian bull, Sir Francy Mercena 
Burke, last year’s All-American yearling, who was grand 
champion at the Canadian Royal and the Central Canada 
Exposition this year, and Whitehurst Colantha Artis Lad, 
an Illinois two-year-old that won handily in his class at 
the Central States Exposition, Ohio, Michigan, Illinois and 
elsewhere, being the grand champion bull at Michigan. 
The Canadian bull was ‘finally given the honor. In the 
senior yearling class, Triune Ormsby Piebe 27th, last 
year’s All-American bull calf, was easily entitled to the 
All-American honor from the fact that he went through 
a strenuous season undefeated. His winnings included the 
Central States Exposition, Ohio, Michigan and New York 
State Fairs, Eastern States Exposition and the National 
Dairy Show. Harvest Jewel Matador, first prize winner 
in this class at Waterloo and Portland, was given hon- 
orable mention. The Triune bull did not show at these 
expositions. Among the junior yearlings, Sir Inka May, 
winner of junior championship at the National and at 
Minnesota State Fair and first in his class at Waterloo, 
had to receive consideration on the strength of his record 
over King Mutual Fan, first prize winner at Portland, 
Wisconsin State Fair, Central States Exposition, etc., and 
who in the form shown at Portland would give any bull 
a real rub in his class. 

The bull calf class, as previously mentioned, brought 
out the only real disagreement among the judges. Gen- 
eral Homestead Mercedes was the choice of all the com- 
mittee except Haeger, who favored King Richmond Pon- 
tiac and demonstrated this at Waterloo by making this 
youngster junior champion. The best he could do, how- 
ever, under Moscrip at the National, was fourth in his 
class, and under Stevens at Wisconsin State Fair, he won 
fifth, General Homestead Mercedes taking first place under 
both of these judges. Although out-voted, Bob says, 
“Watch King Richmond Pontiac next year.” 

‘ Among the aged cows, Zwingara Segis Clothilde, vet- 
eran of many strenuous show ring battles, came through 
undefeated in this class with a record that demanded con- 
sideration in this connection. Her only reverse for grand 
championship during the season was at the National where 
Madam Artis Wayne Denver, a three-year-old, received 
the royal purple, although Zwingara had previously won 
this honor over Madam under two different judges at Wa- 
terloo and Illinois. Perhaps the closest competition Zwin- 
gara received in class this year was at the National from 
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Bessie Fayne Johanna, who received honorable mention 
from this fact and also from her winning first prize in the 
senior Advanced Registry class at the National. Forum 
Maude Masterpiece, grand champion at Memphis, was 
easily the best in a very ordinary lot of four-year-olds 
this season. Among the three-year-olds, Madam Artis 
Wayne Denver was outstanding, although Dorothy Ormsby 
Piebe, runner-up for top honors, ranked as one of the 
most sensational three-year-olds of the breed. Among the 
two-year-olds, May Pietertje Homestead Ormsby, previous- 
ly mentioned, was easily the leader and a popular one 
from her wonderful breeding and her own impressive 
production. She was honorably mentioned last year as 
a yearling. Johanna Wayne Rue 2d won the senior year- 
ling class under each of the All-American judges, taking 
first under Moscrip at the National, under Stevens at 
Portland and under Haeger at Waterloo and the Central 
States Exposition. She was never able to defeat how- 
ever, the sensational junior yearling, Oakwood Piebe Allie, 
that was junior champion at Waterloo, Iowa and Minne- 
sota State Fairs. In the calf class occurred another di- 
vision of opinoin among the judges, although not as ser- 
ious as in the bull calf class. Pearl of Highlawn, junior 
champion at the Eastern States Exposition, Brockton, Del- 
aware State Fair and elsewhere, was given the position 
on the recommendation of Judge Moscrip and the Editor 
of The World, the other two judges not having seen her 
except through a study of her photograph. Haeger fa- 
vored his Ohio calf, Wooglin Colantha Fayne, which calf 
none of the other judges had seen. On the basis of the 
available photographs, the Massachusetts heifer was clear- 
ly superior, although it is admitted that the amateur snap- 
shot of the Ohio heifer fails to show her as good as 
she is. 

Another very close decision came in the get of sire 
class. The honor of first choice finally went to the K. P. 
O. P. group shown at the Eastern States Exposition and 
composed of Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, King Pietertje Orms- 
by Piebe Jewel, the three-year-old bull, King Pietertje 
Jewel Korndyke and K. P. O. P. 27th, a two-year-old bull 
that was first in class at Springfied. The get of Piebe 
Laura Ollie Homestead King that won at the National 
and Waterloo was a very close contender and it was dif- 
ficult to make a comparison, one group being made up of 
three bulls and a sensational three-year-old heifer, while 
the other was made up of four milking animals. It was 
felt, however, that Dorothy would outclass anything in 
the other group and that the three bulls as a whole 
were better representatives of their sex than were the 
three remaining daughters in the other group. The get 
of Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince, containing two 
All-American animals, would have ranked higher all around 
if the fourth animal had measured up to the standard 
of her sisters. The produce of May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead was, of course, outstanding this year, being one 
of the most sensational produce groups ever brought cut. 
No selections were made in the other groups, following 
the policy of preceding years, as it is felt that they are 
of minor importance in comparison with the other selec- 
tions made. 

We feel that The World All-American for 1924 is high- 
ly creditable and we take much pride in presenting the 
accompanying photographs of the animals and groups se- 
lected for All-American honors.

number of Holsteins that were exhibited and for the 

uniformly good quality that went along with the 
record breaking quantity. Never before have our breed- 
ers in such large numbers come out to the fairs with 
their cattle in as large numbers as in 1924. This con- 
dition reflects the increased interest which our breeders 
are taking in the subject of type and demonstrates the 
confidence which our breeders feel in the soundness and 
permanence of the Holstein industry. 

In recognition of this condition, The World has de- 
voted a larger portion of its space during the past show 
season than ever before to detailed reports of the im- 
portant Holstein shows. Members of The World staff 
have been present at the principal national district shows, 
including the National Dairy Show, Waterloo Cattle Con- 
gress, Eastern States Exposition, Pacific International 
and the Canadian Royal, also such leading state fairs as 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, New 
York, and the Central States Exposition. Special repre- 
sentatives have covered the other leading fairs of the 
year, ranging from Brockton to Maryland on the East, 
Georgia on the South, Oregon on the West, and the 
numerous good shows in the Southwestern section. We 
have thus been enabled to present to our readers detailed 
accounts of the work that our breeders have been doing, 
along with photographs of nearly all of the principal 
winners. It is our purpose, in this review, to tell the 
story largely by means of photographs, confining our 
remarks at this time to the high lights of the shows of 
the year. 

One point in connection with the show season of 1924 
that seems to us significant is the record breaking number 
of herds which were taken out over quite ambitious 
circuits. At the risk of omitting some that may be en- 
titled to mention, we would call particular attention to 
the following show herds that have been exhibited with 
unusual success at a series of fairs. These are Hargrove 
& Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa; Jefferson County Association 
from Wisconsin, built around the nucleus of the Jeffer- 
son County Asylum herd; the Modern Woodmen of 
America Sanatorium, Woodmen, Colorado; Minnesota 
Holstein Company, Austin, Minnesota; Iowana Farms, 
Davenport, Iowa; Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash- 
ington, and Oconomowoc, Wisconsin; H. A. Brace & Sons, 
Lone Rock, Wis.; and Agricultural School Farm, Wau- 
watosa, Wis.; all of whom were competitors in the 
hottest shows of the year, winding up at the National. 
F. P. Knowles, Auburn, Massachusetts; Pinery Farms, 
Mentor, Ohio; and Karl Nims, East Orwell, Ohio; who 
were prominent at a number of the Eastern shows; Mon- 
clova Stock Farm, Monclova, Ohio; Dr. H. P. Fischer, 
Shakopee, Minnesota; . Marlow & Randall, Mankato, 
Minnesota, at middle Western fairs; John M. Kelley 
Farms, Baraboo, Wis.; A. J. King, Kansas City, Mo.; 
Rainbow Farms, Waco, Texas; F. E. Prince, Pittsburgh, 
Texas, who showed largely at Corn Belt and South- 
western fairs. A. F. Randolph, Canton, Illinois, who 
showed at some of the best of the middle Western fairs 
and ended up on the Southern circuit; and H. O. Larsen, 

Dike, Iowa, who made a lengthly circuit of the Southern 
and Southwestern fairs. In Canada, noteworthy circuits 
were made by W. J. Elgie, Sault Ste.

THE NATIONAL AND SECTIONAL SHOWS 

The National Dairy Show 

The Holstein exhibit at the National Dairy Show, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, was a representative cross-section 
of the breed at its best. Fifty-five different breeders had 
animals jnside the money, Hargrove & Arnold winning 
the banner as premier exhibitor after the closest possible 
fight with Minnesota Holstein Company, these two firms 
being tied for the honor of premier breeder. Both grand 
championships went to three-year-old animals, the grand 
champion bull being Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, owned 
by J. E. Piek, and the grand champion female, Madam 
Artis Wayne Denver, the Jefferson County Asylum head-

liner. Junior championships were won by Sir Inka May 
yearling son of the United States champion, May. Walker 
Ollie Homestead, shown by the Minnesota Holstein Com- 
pany, and Johanna Wayne Rue 2d, the yearling sister 
of the Madam, also owned by Jefferson County Asylum. 
Nine first prize winners in the individual classes at the 
National were chosen for All-American honors, which 
indicates the class ofthis year’s National. As last year 
there was a most pleasing combination of type and pro. 
duction among the winners, the outstanding example 
being the showing of May Walker Ollie Homestead, 
United States champion butter producer, who had two 
offspring in the show, both first prize winners in their 
classes, and shown together for a sensational produce of 
dam and winning also first Advanced Registry cow with 
two of her progeny. Wisconsin won the state herd con. 
test handily. In the matter of attendance, the Nationa] 
this year was very disappointing, the wonderful lessons 
of this great and well-balanced exposition of the dairy 
industry being reviewed by only a third as many people 
as the preceding year. It is gratifying to be able to report 
that plans are now maturing by which the National will] 
go into its own permanent home in Chicago by 1927. The 
Holstein awards at this year’s National were placed by W. 
S. Moscrip, assisted by T. E. Elder of Massachusetts, 


The Waterloo Cattle Congress 


The fifteenth Dairy Cattle Congress at Waterloo, Iowa, 
was the most successful in the long history of this show 
not only in the matter of attendance which was larger 
than ever, before but also in the size and quality of the 
ring. Of the 764 head entered, 278 were of the Holstein 
breed. There was much of the same competition as was 
found the following week at the National, with the ex- 
ception that the Hargrove & Arnold string was not here, 
being unable to get back West from the Eastern States 
States Exposition, while the Waterloo was strengthened 
by strong exhibits from the herds of Dr. H. P. Fischer 
and Marlow & Randall of Minnesota, which did not make 
the National. There were also many similar exhibitors 
from Wisconsin, who were present at the National and 
not at this show. Minnesota breeders took the largest 
number. of blue ribbons, accounting for nine as against 
seven for Wisconsin, although Wisconsin had three of the 
four champion animals. Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, the 
three-year-old bull that was grand champion at the Na- 
tional, won a similar honor here, as at Wisconsin and 
Illinois state fairs. The grand champion cow was the 
famous Zwingara Segis Clothilde, veteran of twenty-one 
big-line shows during the past four years at which she 
has won twenty-one blue ribbons and eighteen grand 
championships. Under Bob Haeger here she took the 
championship award from Madam Artis Wayne Denver, 
this placing being reversed under Moscrip at the National. 
Oakwood Piebe Allie, a junior yearling from the Dr. 
Fischer string, was junior champion and is the All-Ameri- 
can selection in this class. Haeger found his junior 
champion bull in the senior calf class, King Richmond 
Pontiac, owned by Christ & Hackbarth, North Star Joe 
Homestead, undoubtedly the best aged bull out this 
season, was first in that class, although giving way to the 
three-year-old for grand championship, as he did also at 
the National and on the several other occasions where 
they met during the season. Carnation Milk Farms 
opened their Eastern invasion at this show and were 
strong contenders’. throughout. Minnesota Holstein 
Company, however, was the largest individual winner, 
practically duplicating their showing previously reported 
at the National. 


The Pacific International 

The cancellation of many of the live stock shows on 
the Coast earlier in the season operated against the 
success of the exhibit at Portland, but this was over- 
balanced by the exhibit of the Wisconsin State Herd, 
which made a most successful invasion of the West Coast 
and added much to the interest of the show. Wisconsin 
carried away all championships, the National winners, 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst and Madam Artis Wayne

The opportunity for the pure- 
bred Holstein breeder is to supply the seed stock that 
is the foundation of improvement in the efficiency of our 
dairy cows., With this opportunity, there is also an obliga- 
tion to eliminate the unfit—the registered scrubs—from 
our purebred herds—to cull and sort and sell to the 
butcher those animals that fail to measure up to high 
standards of production and reproduction. The Holstein 
cow is equal to any task that may be set for her. If our 
breeders measure up to the standard set by the cow her- 
self—we have nothing to fear for the future of this great 
industry of ours. We look forward with renewed faith 
to a future rich in promise. This is our greeting for the 
New Year.

get of sire class at the Eastern States Exposition. This 
particular combination of the get- of King Pietertje 
Ormsby Piebe did not appear at any other fair. It con- 
sisted of Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, the only female in the 
group, and perhaps the leading prize winner of the breed 
today, while the three bulls shown ‘in the ring were, next 
to Dorothy, King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 36th, first prize 
two-year-old owned by Waldo S. Kellogg of Connecticut, 
King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, the Pinery Farms herd 
sire that was grand champion this year at Ohio, Maryland 
and New York state fairs and the Brockton Fair, and at 
the end King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe Jewel, of the Har- 
grove & Arnold string, second prize three-year-old at the 
National. The picture substitutes Friend Piebe, another 
great three-year-old son of King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, 
in place of King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, who was 
actually shown in the group at that fair. As mentioned

Re: Repurchasing 


HERE has crept into Holstein vocabularies a new 
6 x term, “Repurchasing”’. We have noted it recently in 
connection with one or two so called dispersal sales. 

To our minds “repurchasing” contains possibilities for 
evil in the public sale that renders the practice open to 
considerable criticism. There is probably no doubt but 
what the gentlemen who have practiced “repurchasing” 
have been sincere in their desire to obtain again the an- 
imals that have passed to their friends through the sale 
ring, but if the practice were to gain standing in the pub- 
lic sale it would not be long before those less high-minded 
might use it merely to cloak the very reprehensible prac- 
tice of “by-bidding.” 

The public sale cannot stand such practices and we 
would suggest that if a consignor to any public sale feels 
it necessary to obtain a certain price for an animal be- 
fore letting that animal pass out of his hands that he put 
in a public reserve bid upon such animal before it enters 
the sale ring. This practice would be more in line with 
the tendency for clean, honostly conducted sales. It would 
eliminate any criticism regarding the intentions of the 
seller and it would give the buyer, when the sale was 















over, more assurance that he has been getting a square 
or Repurchasing” will not meet very strong public 
approval.

Inoculation Against Tuberculosis 


N A RECENT number of the American Review of 

Tuberculosis contains an extensive account of the 

progress of Prof. Calmette’s attempts to develop a 
vaccine that would provide immunity against infection of 
tuberculosis. The progress of Prof. Calmette’s experi- 
ment as reported in this article seems to hold much of 
promise for the future of this important work. Prof. 
Calmette, who is a French scientist of standing in this 
country, has been working on this subject for more than 
twenty years. He has, at last, developed a vaccine known 
as B C G that appears to provide absolute immunity 
from tuberculosis when administered to animals that are 
free from existing infection of tuberculosis. Extensive 
experiments have been conducted on young calves in sev- 
eral departments of France and out of 127 calves vacci- 
nated up to May 1924 none have contracted the disease of 
tuberculosis, although it is stated that forty per cent of 
the mature cattle of France react positively to the tuber- 
culin test. In these cases, the vaccine was administered 
before the calves were five days old and through Pref. 
Calmette’s experience immunity against tuberculosis 
infection is provided for about eighteen months. Their 
stated conclusion is that at present they can “affirm that 
vaccination and annual revaccination are absolutely 
harmless.” ; 

In carrying on these experiments, groups of animals 
have been selected that were known to be free from 
tuberculosis. A part of them have been vaccinated and 


‘a part kept as controls. Then, live tubercle bacilli have 


been injected into the animals in amounts sufficient to 
cause the death of the control animals within a few 
months but which cause no infection whatever in the 
vaccinated animals. 

The painstaking care with which Prof. Calmette has 
proceeded is shown by the fact that the development of 


‘his B C G vaccine is the result of thirteen years of cul- 


tivation through 230 generations. It is not claimed by 
Prof. Calmette that he has solved the problem of tuber- 
culosis control but he is optimistic, as are those who have 


‘observed his work, that through the use of this vaccine 
‘and its later development a race of tuberculosis-free ani- 


mals may be grown up from young animals that can be 
vaccinated before contracting the disease and which will 
gradually replace the older and already infected animals. 

Concerning the application of Prof. Calmette’s study in 
this country we quote the following interesting comment 
from Dr. Allen K. Krause, editor of the American Review 


of Tuberculosis, which seems to us to be most pertinent 
‘to the subject. 


No one, who is at all familiar with the literature 
of the past on preventive inoculation against tuber- 
culosis, will rush in to render a final opinion on the 
efficacy and practicability of any new method until 
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this method has had trial in many hands, in many 
lands, in many subjects. One thinks at once of the 
thousands, and tens of thousands of cattle which had 
to be employed and closely followed for a decade and 
more before a proper balance could be struck on the 
value of preventive inoculations devised by men who 
are among our great names—Behring, Koch, Smith, 
Valee. And there can be no doubt that until Cal- 
mette’s methods have had similar scrutiny the merits 
of his B C G must remain sub judice. 

Yet this is all the more reason why his material 
should be placed at the disposal of competent and 
accredited workers in tuberculosis, that it may be 
tried on a sufficiently large scale and backed by 
ample resources. In addition, Professor Calmette’s 
achievements are so noteworthy and his reputation is 
so deservedly high, that, of themselves, they would 
almost seem to demand the most thorough testing of 
his methods. It is obvious that if B C G took thirteen 
years of cultivation through 230 generations, to ac- 
quire, the repetition and extension of his experiments 
by other investigators must be done with material 
supplied by himself. Extraordinary ample though 
the resources for scientific investigation may be in 
the United States, and blessed above all countries 
though she is in foundations and institutes for re- 
search, not one of the latter could be expected to 
repeat Calmette’s work if this meant a decade and 
more spent in the preparation of material. Yet this 
work should be extended on a much larger plan and 
should be carried out by more or less independent and 
detached observers, and this, of all countries, with its 
favored economic and scientific outlook and its warm 
appreciation of the author’s position in the tubercu- 
losis world, is the place to have a large share in 
proving the value of Calmette’s method. At this time, 
his reports of observations on infants can hardly be 
called more than suggestive, and it is questionable 
whether the time has arrived to observe the active 
immunization of children here. But the results in 
cattle have progressed to a stage that leads one to 
hope fervently that there may be devised some plan 
whereby Calmette’s B C G will be given the most 
thorough trial on these animals under auspices that 
are beyond cavil in the United States. 

For one cannot help feeling certain that whatever 
will keep cattle from getting tuberculosis will also 
eventually be found to prevent the disease in man. 
From Jenner, through Pasteur, and down to our own 


day, the whole story of protective inoculation warrants 
this conviction.

Yates 
Farm upheld the honor of the state, however, with four 
firsts, and seven seconds. Hargrove & Arnold, of Iowa, 
were premier exhibitors, with eleven blue ribbons. ang 
three of the four championships. Dorothy Ormsby Piebe 
added another grand championship to her list as dijq 
Triune Ormsby Piebe 27th, among the juniors.

Central States Exposition 

This show pried the lid off the 1924 season in a very 
acceptable manner. This is the third year of the ex. 
position at Aurora, Illinois, and it has permanently es- 
tablished itself as an annual event. The show was 
featured by contests all the way through between the 
Hargrove & Arnold string and the Jefferson County, Wis- 
consin, Association built around the Jefferson County 
Asylum herd. It was the first show for each of them and 
when Bob Haeger had finished the placings. Hargrove & 
Arnold were found to have eight firsts and one junior 
championship, while; the Jefferson Coundy bunch had 
seven blue ribbons and three of the four championships.

The tops were good 
all the way through. Pinery Farms, of Mentor, Ohio, took 
both grand championships, the winners being King Piet- 
ertje Jewel Korndyke, their three-year-old son of K. P. O. 
P., and Kismet Fayne of Valley View, their 37-lb. and 
1000-lb. daughter of Finderne Pride Fayne. Mountain 
View Farms, Germantown, Maryland, had one of the 
best yearling bulls of the year in Trebmal King Colantha 
Calan. This bull won the junior championship handily 
and received consideration for the All-American reserves. 
Springfield State Hospital, Sykesville, Maryland, had a 
large and very attractive exhibit, which included Spring 
Syke Juliana, first prize senior heifer calf and junior 
champion. H. E. Robertson, York, Pennsylvania; H. S. 
Seward, Petersburg, Virginia; Karl Nims, East Orwell, 
Ohio, and others were strong contenders throughout the 
show. 

Delaware 

Delaware staged one of the best Holstein shows in its 
history this year with an entry list of about 130 head 
from Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland .and 
Massachusetts. Frank P. Knowles, of Auburn, Massa- 
chusetts, was the largest individual winner, cleaning up 
particuarly in the younger classes. His heifer calf, Pearl 
of Highlawn, was junior champion of this show and was 
chosen as All-American calf. Knowles also had the junior 
champion bull in P. C. Korndyke King, a _ yearling. 
Winterthur Farms were also heavy winners, taking grand 
championship with their great bull, Winterthur King 
Ormsby Accrue. J. M. Paxton & Son, of Penn., were also 
strong contenders, their cow, Daisy Dalzell Mercedes Bell 
4th, being grand champion female and considered by 
Judge Moscrip as one of the best cows brought out this 
season. Harry Robertson, York, Pennsylvania, was also 
a strong contender, as were Seward Stock Farm of Vir- 
ginia, Brentwood Farms, and a number of other good 
Pennsylvania herds. 

Trenton Tri-State Fair 

The Holstein interest in this great market milk section 
was reflected by the showing of 150 head from forty ex- 
hibitors from New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania and 
Virginia, making a show that was on par with any of the 
Eastern shows of the year. While they did not have the 
outstanding tops as in the preceding year when Carnation 
Stock Farms made this show, the general quality was 
stated to be the best ever seen at Trenton. The ribbons 
were placed by N. S. Nye of New York. The Essex 
County Hospital was the most consistent winner, taking 
five firsts, and five seconds on a show herd made up 
largely of the get of their herd sire, King Sweet. The 
grand championship for bulls went to Rancocas Stock 
Farm on Ormsby Segis Lad, Harry Robertson taking the 
junior championshiv on a son of King Piebe of York. 
Robertson was probably the second heaviest winner in 
this show. Forsgate Farms, Jamesburg, New Jersey, had 
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the grand champion cow in Forsgate Model Clothilde ang 
this herd also was well up in the money. The Calf Clyp 
show at Trenton was particularly strong, being one of the

Brockton Fair 


Holsteins outnumbered any other dairy breed at the 
Brockton Fair this year with ninety-four entries. F, p. 
Knowles, Auburn, Massachusetts, won the banner of 
premier exhibitor, his great display of young animals ang 
the good work in the groups being especially noteworthy, 
Dutchland Farms; Pinery Farms of Mentor, Ohio; Kar] 
Nims of East Orwell, Ohio; Mt. Hermon School of Mt. 
Hermon, Mass., and Pequitside Farm, Canton, Massa. 
chusetts, were the principal contenders for honors. Pinery 
Farms won both grand championships with their three. 
year-old K. P. O. P. bull, King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, 
and their great record cow, Kismet Fayne of Valley View. 
Pearl of Highlawn, the All-American heifer calf, was 
junior champion female, being a member of the Knowles 
string, while Mt. Hermon had the junior champion male. 
The awards were made by Prof. McNutt. The Brockton 
Fair, as always was a great success in its general displays 
and from an attendance standpoint. 


Southeastern Fair 


The Southeastern Fair at Atlanta, Georgia, the week 
following the National Dairy Show is described as the 
South’s biggest agricultural exhibit. The Holstein show 
this year indicated the progress which the breed is 
making in the Southern states and those in attendance 
characterized it as by far the best exhibit of Southern 
Holsteins that were ever brought out at this show. There 
were a number of good Northern herds also in competi- 
tion, so that the whole exhibit was a very creditable one 
to the breed. Clark & Smith, Long Run, Kentucky, who 
made an extensive circuit this year, won both grand 
championships on young animals, the male championship 
going to the young bull, Echo Segis Mercedes Vashti, 
while Echo Segis Farmstead Pietertje, a junior yearling 
heifer, was grand champion female. This same firm also 
won the senior championship on the cow, Blue Grass 
Colantha Alcartra, while the only championship going to 
the North was the senior championship for bulls won by 
Illini Tritomia Pride from the herd of Elmer Frazier, 
Middletown, Indiana. Clark & Smith were the heaviest 
winners, others doing particularly well being the Ona 
Company, Chardon, Ohio; Elmer Frazier, as mentioned; 
the Georgia Baptist Orphange of Hopeville, Ga.; Ferguson 
Farm, Dyersburg, Tenn,. and others. Hugh Van Pelt 
placed the ribbons. : 

Virginia 

Virginia breeders had some hard competition from the 
herds of A. F. Randolph, Canton, Illinois; H. O. Larsen, 
Dike, Iowa, and Monclova Stock Farm, Monclova, Ohio, 
all three of which herds were successful exhibitors over a 
long circuit. A fourth exhibitor from out the state, R. 
M. Barker, Carrollton, Kentucky, was also a consistent 
contender, the honor of Virginia being upheld principally 
by Seward Stock Farms, Richmond, Virginia, and the 
Augusta Holstein Association. Randolph won grand 
championship on his two-year-old bull, Whitehurst Co- 
lantha Artis Lad. Larsen had the junior champion bull 
and senior and grand champion cow, while Seward kept 
the junior championship for females in Virginia. The 
awards were placed by T. E. Elder, Mt. Hermon, Massa- 
chusetts. 

Kentucky 

The Holstein exhibit of 104 head made a real quality 
show, the principal out-of-state competition coming from 
Illinois and Iowa. H. O. Larsen, Dike, Iowa, was the 
heaviest winner, taking seven blue ribbons and senior 
and grand championship on his sensational All-American 
four-year-old, Forum Maud Masterpiece. J. R. Logan & 
Son, Seward, Illinois, were close behind with six blue 
ribbons and the junior champion bull. Among the Ken- 
tucky exhibitors, R. M. Barker, Carrollton, Kentucky; 
Clark & Smith, Long Run, Kentucky, and Gray Van All-, 
man were leaders, the last named’ showing Ormsby Sen- 
sation 4th, who won grand championship, while Hender- 
son Bros. had the junior champion female. A large and 
interested gallery watched Prof. J. J. Hooper place the 
ribbons.

Montana 


Holsteins outnumbered any other dairy breed at this 
show with fifty-five entries. David Lea & Son, of Stevens- 
town, was a close second with eight firsts and eight 
seconds and the senior and grand championship for 
females, being also especially strong in the group classes 
with four out of five firsts. J. H. Hofstetter, of Lewis- 
town, was a close second with eight firsts and eight 
seconds. He was a strong contender in all classes. R. 
T. Ringling of White Sulphur Springs had all the cham- 
pionships in the bull classes with three first prizes. 
Montana State College made a single entry, taking junior 
championship with the daughter of their famous Grace 
Koningen, world’s champion ten-year-old for milk produc- 
tion. Ormsby Korndyke Posch Paul, owned by Ringling, 
was senior and grand champion bull, while Sir Ormsby 
Korndyke Segis Piebe from the same herd was junior 
champion bull. Lea & Son won the grand championship 
with their state champion heifer, Agate Valentine Fair- 
view Burke. John L. Smith, Hazelwood Farm, Washing- 
ton, placed the awards. 

Oregon 

On account of the foot and mouth trouble in California 
earlier in the season, no live stock shows were held in the 
state of Washington, or in California, so that the Oregon 
State Fair and the Pacific International, previously re- 
viewed, were the only important shows on the coast in 
this state. Oregon had a very interesting state fair show 
this year with 120 head, all of Oregon cattle. The build- 
ings were handsomely decorated and made a fine showing 
for the breed. Sir Walker Inka Homestead, a son of the 
fLashbrook bull, showing in three-year-old form, was sen- 
‘ior and grand champion. He is owned by F. W. Durbin 
& Son, Salem, Oregon. One of his daughters was a first 
prize winner in her class. The heaviest winner, however, 
was F. R. Beals of.Tillamook. This show brought out one 
of the best two-year-olds of the year in Jennie De Kol 
Segis Walker, a Calf Club animal owned by Anton Vande- 
coevering. Later on, this heifer was first prize two-year- 
old at the Pacific International. John B. Irwin did the 
judging. 

THE CANADIAN SHOWS 
The Prairie Province Fairs 


The circuit of fairs in the Canadian Prairie Provinces 
developed this year a battle royal between the show herds 
of W. J. Elgie, Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., who made his 
second annual invasion of the West, and the C. P. R. 
Demonstration and Supply Farm at Strathmore, Alberta, 
who upheld the honor of the Prairie Provinces. These 
two herds divided most of the principal awards through- 
out the circuit which includes Regina, Brandon, Saska- 
toon, Calgary and Edmonton. The headliners in the Elgie 
string were King Ormsby “Piebe Mercedes, a x F: od. F. 
son that was second at the National Dairy Show in 1923 
and who had a most successful season both East and 
West in Canada this year. In the Elgie string also was 
the cow, Princess Concordia Jewel, purchased by him 
during the year in Minnesota and who cleaned up the 
entire Prairie Province circuit, and Julia Abbekerk, a 
senior yearling that was quite consistently a junior 
champion winner. The C. P. R. string had for a head- 
liner among the bulls, Strathmore Fairchild Evergreen, a 
senior yearling that was undefeated, and two sets of twin 
heifers that won quite consistently in the junior yearling 
and senior calf classes and which made a junior herd 
that was undefeated on the Prairie circuit. At Regina, 
this program was slightly varied when Thurston and 
Rockwell of Regina showed their famous grand champion 
winner, Sir Francy Netherland Abbekerk, he winning the 
grand championship over the Elgie entry. This bull was 


grand champion in 1923 at the Canadian Royal and as a 
calf was junior champion at Toronto and for years he 
has been a consistent winner on the Prairie circuit. 


He 
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is undoubtedly one of the greatest show bulls developed 
in Canada and one of his daughters is dam of Sir Francy 
Mercena Burke, All-American two-year-old for this year. 


Vancouver Exhibition 
Holsteins at Vancouver Exhibition made a strong show 


under R. J. Kelley, well known Ontario judge. Colony 
Farm, Essondale, B. C., always to be counted upon as 
contenders in the show ring, were the heaviest winners 
closely pressed by the Dominion Experimental Farm at 
Agassiz, B. C.; J. M. Steves & Son of Steveston, and H 
Bonsall of Westholme, Victoria. The grand champion 
bull was Tsussie Rajah, owned by Bonsall, while Colony 
registered for grand champion female with Beaverland 
Lady Pauline. , 
New Westminster, B. C. 


The awards at the New Westminster, B. C., Exhibition 
were very similar to those at Vancouver. Tsussie Rajah, 
the Bonsall entry, came through to another grand cham- 
pionship, while Agassiz Experimental Farm won junior 
champion bull with Agassiz King Canary. Colony Farms’ 


aged cow, Beaverland Lady Pauline, was senior and 
grand champion female and Colony also won junior 
championship on Colony Julia Koba. 
The Canadian National Exhibition 
Holsteins outnumbered any other breed again this 


year and the Ontario breeders whose entries made up the 
show, deserve much credit. The competition was made 
up of some of the best known show herds in the Domi- 
nion, including the W. J. Elgie herd, fresh from its 
triumphs on the Prairie circuit; Haley & Lee of Spring- 
ford; A. E. Hulet, Norwich; J. W. Innis, Woodstock; Ar. 
bogast Bros., Sebringville; Elias Snyder, Burgessville; 
Dyment Bros., Dundas; W. S. Schell & Sons of Wood- 
stock. King Ormsby Piebe Mercedes added another 
grand championship to his credit for the Elgie list, while 
Elgie also took the female grand championship with Belle 
Hazeltine Ormsby. This daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes will be remembered as winning grand cham- 
pionship at Waterloo as a two-year-old and breaking the 
world’s record for butter production as a yearling. She 
is now showing as an aged cow. Schell & Sons won 
junior champion femefe on their senior yearling, Teake 
Canary Alban, while Haley & Lee annexed the junior 
male championship with Prince Insgar Colanthus Abbe- 
kerk. R. M. Holtby, well known breeder and _ judge, 
placed the ribbons. This great two weeks’ show, un- 
doubtedly the greatest annual fair on the North American 
continent, drew an attendance of around 1,500,000 people 
this year. 
Central Canada Exhibition 

The Central Canada Exhibition at Ottawa brought out 
one of the strongest Holstein shows in the history of this 
good show. W. J. Elgie of Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, was 
the strongest winner, having a total of thirteen first prizes 
to his credit, although D. A. McPhee of Vankleek Hill, 
Ontario. Dickie Bros., of Truro, Nova Scotia; P. J. Salley, 
Lachine Rapids, Quebec, and the Kemptville, Ontario, 
Agricultural School all broke into the first prize winning 
column. Grand championship went to the McPhee two- 
year-old, Sir Francy Mercena Burke, last year’s All-Ameri- 
can junior yearling and this year’s All-American two- 
year-old. This bull showed his ability as a sire by pro- 
ducing the first and second prize junior bull calves, one 
of which was reserve junior champion. Pat Salley won 
grand championship female with his good cow, Woodland 
Banostine Jewel, McPhee winning junior championship 
on his senior heifer calf, Grace Sylvia Abbekerk. The 
awards were made by Neil Sangster, former president 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada. Elgie’s 
great show bull, King Ormsby Piebe Mercedes, was first 
in the aged bull class. 

Western Fair, London, Ontario 

Following the Canadian National, the herds usually 
split, part of them going to Ottawa and a part to London. 
This year Elgie went to Ottawa, while Hulet, Haley & Lee, 
Arbogast Bros., Innis and other of the heavy winners at 
Toronto came together again at London under the eye of 
Judge R. W. E. Burnaby, former president of the Cana- 
dian National Association. Grand champion male was 
Prince Colanthus Abbekerk S., a bull of Hulet breeding, 
formerly owned by Harry Yates, but shown by Arbogast 
Bros. Haley & Lee showed their yearling, Prince Insgar 
Colanthus Abbekerk, who annexed another junior cham-

The new champion Holstein cow of 
Arizona for one year’s production of 
butter as a senior two-year-old is 
Gerben Lincoln De Kol Lady, owned 
by the Miller Cattle Co,., Inc. of 
Phoenix. According to the advanced 
registry department of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America this 
cow produced in 365 consecutive days 
13,285.4 lbs. milk and 508.04 lbs. but- 
terfat—equal to 635 Ibs. butter. 

By being milked only twice daily 
and while carrying a calf 206 days, 
K. P. S. P. Walker, another Holstein, 
produced in ten nmoths in the herd 
of Broussais Coman, also of Phoenix, 
12,089.1 lbs. milk and 505.4 lbs. but- 
ter as a junior four-year-old. Both 
the milk and butter records of this 
cow are the highest ever made by 
an Arizona Holstein of this age in ten 
months. 





TWO VS. THREE MILKINGS 


Experiments are now in progress 
at the New York State Experiment 
Station at Geneva to ascertain the 
possibilities of increased dairy pro- 
duction by milking and feeding three 
times daily instead of two. Early re. 
sults of the experiment seem to indi- 
cate that the general average produc- 
tion will be increased only a little by 
the additional milking and feeding 
but that various individual animals 
are showing a marked increase in 
production and it is thought that it 
may be an important means of dis- 
covering high producing animals for 
breeding purposes.

H. Kildee will address those at the 
banquet. In the afternoon will be 
held the annual meetings of the State 
Dairy Association and the different 
dairy breed associations.

s. D. COLLEGE SETS DATES FOR 
CREAMERY COURSE 


The annual ten-week creamery 
short course offered by the dairy 
department of South Dakota State 
College will open Monday, January 6 
and will continue until March 18. 

This course, according to T. M. Ol- 
son, head of the department, is de- 
signed to train men for positions in 
creameries, milk plants, or other po 
sitions along dairy manufacturing 
lines. Most of the time is devoted to 
the manufacture of butter, ice cream, 
and cheese. These subjects are 
taught from regularly assigned les- 
sons and the classroom work is sup- 
plemented with practical work in the 
college creamery under the direct 
supervision of instructors. This 
method gives the student the practi- 
cal information as well as the theo- 
retical. 

In addition to the courses in manu- 
facturing of dairy products, the stu- 
dents are taught the fundamentals of 
sanitation. Laboratory work in dairy 
bacteriology and lectures on sanita- 
tion and precautions necessary in the 
production of high quality milk are 
the points emphasized in this course. 
Other courses offered are creamery 
mechanics, dairy cattle management, 
dairy law, and creamery bookkeeping. 

Last year 28 students enrolled for 
the course and little difficulty was 
experienced in placing these men in 
creameries. Reports indicate that 
they are making good:‘in these po- 
sitions.

WELL-EQUIPPED LABORATORIES PROVIDE EXCELLENT TRAINING 


bandry building at the New Jer- 

sey Agricultural College has 
been completed and is fitted with ex- 
tensive laboratory equipment. 

It has two main floors, a well-light- 
ed basement, and space enough on 
the third, or attic floor, to provide for 
nutrition and feeds laboratories. The 
outside dimensions are about 105 by 
83 feet. Two groups of offices are lo- 
cated in the front of the first floor. 
In the center of the main fioor is a 
lecture auditorium which can accom- 
modate large classes. Here farmers’ 
meetings and demonstrations also can 
be held. The side rooms at the rear 
of this floor provide for the dairy pro- 
cessing and manufacturing laborator- 
ies. 

The second floor provides for two 
large classrooms for student lectures, 
recitations and demonstrations, a 
seminary room where seniors in dairy 
husbandry meet to discuss reviews of 
research on various subjects pertain- 
ing to the dairy industry. Well-equip- 
ped chemistry and bacteriological lab- 
oratories are also situated on this 
floor, together with an advanced bac- 
teriological laboratory for the use of 
graduate students. On this same floor 
are the milk-testing rooms. Special 
attention has been given in equipping 
these laboratories with different 
types of hand and power-driven test- 
ers for student training. 

The well-lighted basement provides 
for a fully-equipped meat-cutting lab- 
oratory and a meat refrigerator. This 
equipment will be of great value in 
training animal husbandry students in 
a practical way. The feeds laboratory 
on the top floor will also be used by 
animal husbandry students. 

In addition to the meat-cutting lab- 
oratories the basement has an ice ma- 
chine capable of freezing a ton of ice 
in 24 hours. While in all probability 
not as much ice as this will be made 
daily, enough will be frozen to cool 
the milk at the barns and furnish ice 
for hand-power ice cream freezers 
and similar laboratory equipment. A 
room for the calibration of glassware 
according to the state creamery in- 
spection law and a laboratory for re- 
search study in feeding small animals, 
have been equipped in the basement. 


T HE new dairy ané animal hus- 


The manufacturing laboratories are 
fully equipped so that the student can 
be trained in the fundamental prac- 
tices of the modern commercial 
plants. To carry out this plan, these 
laboratories are connected so that the 
product can be handled efficiently 
from the time the raw milk is deliv- 
ered at the receiving platform in the 
rear of the building until it is put up 
in its final package, whether that be 
a bottle of milk, a pound print of but- 
ter, a brick of ice cream, or a carton 
of fancy cheese. 7 


As market milk and ice cream are 
the outstanding dairy products of New 
Jersey, their manufacture will be es- 
pecially stressed. Butter and cheese 
laboratories are provided so that a 
student can be taught the making of 
such products, but the market milk 
and ice cream are given first place, 
as the students going out into New 
Jersey plants will be called upon 
chiefly to handle these products. 


The milk will be handled through a 
receiving room, from which it will be 
processed and _. bottled. Different 
types of pasteurization are shown. 
Coolers, bottle fillers, bottle and can 
washers, steam sterilizers, and like 
equipment are found in the market 
milk iaboratories. 

The ice cream laboratory has been 
equipped with mixing vats, viscolizer, 
aging vats, brine freezers, tub and can 
freezers, and hand freezers. The re- 
frigeration system provides for a 
hardening room for ice cream work, 
a milk refrigerator and experimental 
refrigerators and cooler rooms. 

There is an elementary dairy lab- 
oratory containing hand separators, 
hand churns and butter equipment so 
that all students in agriculture can at 
least be taught the principles under- 
lying the separation of cream and the 
making of butter on the farm whether 
or not they wish to take further work 
in dairy subjects. 

The other laboratories will take 
care of the analysis of all dairy prod- 
ucts and the problems of chemistry 
and bacteriology in their relation to 
the dairy industry. 

With the completion of this build- 
ing and with the development of new 
barns and service buildings the de- 
partment will be more able to train 
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the students in agriculture, solve the 
problems of the dairy farmer and sgat- 
isfy the demand for trained men jn 
the commercial dairy industry. 

The foregoing detailed description 
was furnished by John W. Bartlett, 
professor of Dairy Husbandry at the 
New Jersey institution. Mr. Bartlett 
is well known to Holstein breeders 
through his good service as secretary 
of the New Jersey State Holstein-Frie. 
sian Association. In this position, 
Mr. Bartlett had a large part of the 
responsibility for the splendid prog- 
ress that the breed has made in that 
state along organization lines. One 
of the projects successfully put 
through by the association during his 
tenure of office was the securing of 
the appropriation for the new dairy 
buildinrs here described and it is par- 
ticularly fitting, therefore, that Prof. 
Bartlett should be on the job now to 
make the most of this splendid and 
modest equipment for the benefit o; 
the taxpayers of New Jersey, who 
made it possible. 


Concerning the progress of the Hol- 
stein herd at the New Jersey Exper- 
iment Station, Prof. Bartlett advises 
that they have a Holstein cow which 
is just finishing her year with about 
23,000 Ibs. milk and another one on 
test who in her first ten months pro- 
duced 860 lbs. fat and is still Boing 
strong, so we expect the New Jersey 
Agricultural College will soon enter 
the select list of herds which have 
developed a 1000-lb. fat producer. The 
herd is made up of 100 head of pure- 
bred animals of five different breeds, 
although about half of the entire num- 
ber are Holsteins. 





THE SHORT-TIME TEST 


I am glad to see renewed interest 
in the short-time strictly official test, 
for I hold that test to be of very 
great value indeed to the Holstein- 
Friesian breed. It was the short-time 
test that popularized the breed in the 
beginning; and time has proved the 
critics of that test wrong in their 
conclusions. It is true that common 
sense must be used in reading results 
of such tests. The amount of milk 
produced and per cent fat shown 
must be taken into consideration in 
deciding upon the value of any single 
test. If this be done, the short-time 
test is a reasonably reliable indica- 
tion of the ability of a cow to pro- 
duce. It is true that there is now and 
then a Holstein-Friesian cow that 
does not hold out in milk production; 
but such instances are not character- 
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istic of the breed. The short-time 
test has taught our breeders how to 
obtain best results, and has been the 
nursery and training school for 
preeders making long-time tests. It 
is a test specially adapted to the man 
of small means, who has a few cows 
and desires to get a start in testing 
for advanced registration; while with 
those making long-time tests it is 
equally desirable as showing what a 
cow can do under strictly official test 
while at the same time making a 
long-time test. 

Now that the Association has so 
many great records and has tested 
more cows in long-time test than any 
other breed association, it is possible 
to make certain deductions, or rather 
to prove deductions that have al- 
ready been made. For many years 
back I myself have held that the aver- 
age cow should produce four times as 
much fat in 30 days as In 7 days, and 
40 times as much fat in the year. The 
breed has now 92 cows showing pro- 
ductions above 1,000 Ibs. fat, and 
each of these cows has had a 7-day 
test near the beginning of the lacta- 
tion period. The average for these 
92 cows in 7-day test shows a produc- 
tion of 666.2 lbs. milk containing 
26.687 lbs. fat, and the fat multiplied 
by 40 would show 1,067.48 lbs. The 
actual average for the 92 cows pro- 
ducing above 1,000 Ibs. fat is 28,749.5 
lbs. milk containing 1,058.04 lbs. fat, 
making a difference in fat of some- 
thing less than 9 lbs. This difference 
is negligible when one considers the 
very large production. It shows that 
we have been right in using 40 as the 
factor for multiplication for the aver- 
age cow. It must be borne in mind 
that there are as many showing less 
than the average as there are of 
those above the average. It will also 
be noted that the 1,000-lb. cows show 
an average per cent of nearly three- 
tenths above the average for the 
breed, the average for the breed 
being about 3.4%. It will also be 
noted that while these thousand- 
pound butterfat cows show 3.68% fat 
in long-time test, they showed an 
average of just about 4% in their 
short-time tests. Let us have more 
of the short-time testing, and as a 
result more also of the long-time.

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Erie Railroad Better Bull Special

The Holstein, Guernsey, Jersey and Ayrshire Breed Associations Distribute

recognized as a specialized dairy 

state, supports over 740,000 dairy 
cows. This large number of dairy 
animals are to be found on some 
165,000 farms, showing that the aver- 
age number of cows in each farm is 
very small. Because of the great 
number of one and two cow dairies, 
and because of the lack of an inten- 
sified dairy interest in the State, the 
improvement of the dairy cows of 
Indiana has been very slow. At pres- 
ent only a very small percentage, 20.5 
per cent, of the dairy sires are 
registered, which means that there

is only one registered sire for each 
183 dairy cows of breeding age. 

With this knowledge of the dairy 
situation, the movement for better 
dairy sires in Indiana was greatly 
stimulated through the running of 
the “Better Bull Special” by the Erie 
Railroad. 


Last January at the time of the 
annual dairy breed association meet- 
ings in Lafayete, Mr. L. D. Fuller, 
Chief Agricultural Agent for the Erie 
Railroad, presented the idea of run- 
ning a bull train through the territory 
in northern Indiana traversed by the 
railroad. Recalling the good results 
of a similar train in southern 
Indiana, the dairy breed associations 
immediately fell in with the proposal 
of the Erie railroad.’ The National 
Dairy Breed Associations and _ the 


Purdue Extension Department were 





consulted and likewise offered their 
assistance and cooperation. 

The plans for the actual running of 
the train were started early last 
spring and were carefully developed 
up until the time of running the train. 
The first problem of interest was the 
securing of the bulls for the train. 
This proved to be one of the im- 
portant features of the train, since 
all agreed that each bull must come 
from a dam whose record of butterfat 
production was 400 pounds or better 
for a year’s period. In addition, 
every animal had to be personally 
inspected and passed by a represen- 
tative of the Breed Association, 
either state or national. As a* further 
precaution, every animal had to have 
a clean health certificate. 

Before the train was started, in 
order to bring about an interest in 
the undertaking, representatives of 
the Erie Railroad, in conjunction 
with representatives of the Ayrshire 
Breeders’ Association, the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club, and 
the American Jersey Cattle Club 
went into the territory through which 
it was proposed to operate the train 
and sold the communities on the 
value of the “Better Bull Special.” 

The Train’s Equipment 

The train consisted of four express 
cars containing 23 Holstein bulls, 14 
Jersey bulls, 8 Guernsey bulls, and 1 
Ayrshire bull. These bulls were in 
charge of representatives from the 
Holstein, Jersey, and Guernsey Asso- 
ciations. 

A large day coach, which was used 
in which to give lectures and show 
the educational movies. A flat car 
was equipped so that it might be used 
as a platform for the talks and 
demonstrations. 

An Agricultural exhibit car, to 
gether with a private car, which 
served as a home for the workers, 
completed the train’s equipment. 


The Train’s Schedule 
Starting on Monday, October 20th, 
the train stopped first at Decatur. 
The other stops and the dates were: 
Tocsin, October 21st; Uniondale, 
October 22nd; Markle, October 23rd; 
Servia, October 24th; Bippus, Oc- 
tober 25th; Akron, October 27th; 
Rochester, October 28th; Monterey, 
October 29th. North Judson, October 
30th; Kouts, October 3ist; and 
Crown Point, November ist. At prac- 
tically all of these stops the business 
men had arranged for the purchase 
of an animal which was to be given 
to a worthy dairyman in the com- 

munity. 

A. Day’s Program. 

The exhibit cars were opened about 
9:30 a. m. and from then on until 
1:30 p. m., the visitors were given 
an opportunity to inspect the bulls 
and study the exhibits on better feed- 
ing and better breeding arranged by 
Purdue University. 

The exhibit consisted of three 
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cars. One part consisted of enlarged 
bromide pictures of five Indiana Cow 
Testing Association cows which haq 
been selected because of their goog 
type and poor records of production, 
due to improper feeding practices. 
These selected cows were then fed g 
good dairy ration, with the resy} 


that the milk production was jp. 
creased 3598 pounds, the  butterfat 
production increased 113.9 pounds, 


and the returns over feed cost jp. 
creased $57.40. 

The second part demonstrated the 
value of the co-operative bull associa. 
tion program. Large transparencies 
of the ideal type bull of the four lead. 
ing dairy breeds helped to round out 
the exhibit. 

The third part of the exhibit con- 
sisted of two picture pedigrees show- 
ing an increase in production in each 
generation as the result of the use 
of good purebred sires. The story of 
the exhibit was prepared in pamphlet 
form for distribution to all visitors, 

The real program started at 1:30 
in the afternoon. Mr. T. M. Palmer, 
Farm Products Agent for the Erie 
Railroad, explained why the train 
was being operated, and of the oppor- 
tunity being offered for the purchase 
of good sires. He introduced the 
writer as a representative from the 
Dairy Extension Department of Pur- 
due University. 

The writer explained the necessity 
for better feeding and better breed- 
ing in order to insure efficient and 
economical dairy production. 

Prof. Hugh G. VanPelt was the 
next speaker on the program, and 
was accompanied on the platform by 
three cows representatives of each of 
the Holstein, Guernsey, and Jersey 
breeds. Mr. VanPelt, in his cow 
demonstration, took up point for 
point, the things we would like to 
have in a good producing dairy cow. 
Large nostril, big mouth, spring of 
ribs, smooth hide, open back bone, 
large, capacious udder, etc. Follow- 
ing the cow demonstration a young 
Jersey bull, Fewacres Horace Brown 
233743, was led on the platform for 
further demonstration by Prof. Van- 
Pelt. 

Every one was interested in the 
bull demonstration for it is the pur- 
pose of Mr. Frederick D. Underwood, 
president of the Erie Railroad Co. 
to present this young bull to the 
community along the railroad which 
showed the greatest interest in the 
“Better Bull Special.” 

Following the demonstration, the 
drawing for fhe bull to be given 
away took place, and the afternoon 
program was at an end, except for 
further inspection of the cattle on 
the train and a study of the ex- 
hibits. 

Starting at 7:30, the evening pro- 
gram consisted of moving pictures of 
an educational nature, showing the 
value of purebred cattle and how to 
build a high producing herd through 
the use of well selected purebred 
dairy sires.

The question ariges 
if a breeder wishes a sideline, why 
not investigate bees? The products 
of the bees are as old in folk lore ag 
is the product of the cow. “The land 
of milk and honey” is one of the first 
phrases the average man learns, and 
the cow and bee are closely aggo. 
ciated all through both nature and 
modern agriculture. When the cow 
crops the white or sweet clover, she 
is just behind the bee sucking the 
nectar from this plant to also make a 
choice table delicacy, while the cow 
converts the product of the plant by 
a similiar process into another table 
staple. While the dropping of one 
fertilizes the land for the plants to 
grow more luxuriant, the other fer. 
tilizes the blossom so the seed pro. 
duce more profusely. Have you ever 
eaten choice home frozen ice cream 
sweetened with choice honey, or even 
with honey poured over a dish of it? 
When you do you will look forever 
more kindly on the close associations 
of the honey bees and the dairy cows.
